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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments  to  1957) 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  present  (if  not,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 
present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Credentials  to 
receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates  as 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  adopted  by 
the  Convention  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot,  of  a 
Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VII'I.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  be  made  at  12:00  o’clock  noon  for  all 
elective  officers  of  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nomi¬ 
nations  printed  on  ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Convention  before  the  after¬ 
noon  session.  The  elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock 
P.M.  The  regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible, 
during  the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds'. 

10.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
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12.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock  P.M.  of 
the  first  day  of  the  Convention  as  follows:  The  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese;  Diocesan  Oliicers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council;  Deputies 
and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid- West;  Deputies 
and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  a  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop).  After  the  casting  of  five  ballots,  and  the 
election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  pass,  the  person  having  the 
least  number  of  votes  on  the  fifth  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped 
for  the  sixth  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  candidate  with  the  least  number 
of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  ballot  shall  continue  each  ballot  until 
the  election  is  resolved  on  a  subsequent  ballot,  being  a  majority  Vote. 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Canon  2,  Section  7  and  such 
other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the 
Convention. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con¬ 
tinue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the 
sitting  of  the  Convention,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his 
absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and  with  due 
respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIIT.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 
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Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name 
of  the  presiding-  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it, 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purpose  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order 
named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  un¬ 
less  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Convention,  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the  session, 
but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the 
majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommend¬ 
ing  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and 
on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sit¬ 
tings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on  th?ir 
reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES  OF 

THE  FIFTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 

OCTOBER  2,  1957 


The  Conciliar  Mass  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
9:00  A.M.  in  St.  James’  Cathedral,  South  Bend,  Indiana.  The  morning 
session  was  convened  at  10:15  A.M.  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Cathedral 
House  and  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop.  The  Secretary  called  the  names 
of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  was  instructed  to  enter  on  the  minutes 
the  names  of  those  present.  The  Secretary  then  read  the  names  of  lay 
delegates  of  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation,  whose  cer¬ 
tificates  had  been  presented  to  him.  Father  Wood,  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Credentials,  reported  all  credentials'  in  order.  The  Bishop  declared 
the  Council  organized  for  business. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Father  Royster  to  suspend  the  rules  of  order 
to  consider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes 
and  Missions.  Father  Murphy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  that 
canonical  requirements  had  been  met.  Father  Murphy  presented  the  motion 
to  admit  the  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  South  Bend.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously  by  the'  Council.  Fr.  Murphy 
then  presented  the  motion  to  admit  the  Church  of  St.  Andrew’s-by-the- 
Lake,  Long  Beach.  This  motion  also  was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously 
by  the  Council. 

Father  Douglass  nominated  the  Rev.  B.  Linford  Eyrick  for  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  moved  that  nominations  be  closed  and  a 
unanimous  ballot  be  cast  for  his  election.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried.  The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian  as  Assistant 
Secretary  during  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  made  his  Annual,  Address  (see  p.  19). 

The  Bishop  then  called  for  reports,  which  were  presented  as  follows: 

Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese:  Submitted  by  the  Rev.  George  B. 
Wood,  President,  by  title  (see  p.  23). 

The  Bishop  and  Council:  Submitted  by  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian, 
Secretary,  by  title  (see  p.  27). 

Father  Varian  read  the  report  of  the  proposed  Bishop  and  Council 
budget  of  1958.  $1000  had  been  omitted  from  the  budget  which  had  been 
earlier  designated  for  the  church  of  Christ  the  King,  Huntington.  Christ 
the  King,  Huntington,  had  not'  as  yet  formulated  a  plan  for  which  money 
is  to  be  used. 

Fr.  Douglass  submitted  a  report  concerning  the  Church’s  need  in  part 
of  Lake  and  Porter  counties.  He  moved  that  $6000  be  added  to  the  budget 
for  the  purchase  of  land  in  this  area.  This  motion  was  seconded.  Fr.  Wood 
stated  that  this  motion  should  not  be  presented  to  the  Council  and  he 
moved  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  and  Council.  This  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed  by  the  Council. 

Fr.  Center  moved  to  return  $1000  to  the  budget  designated  for  Christ 
the  King,  Huntington.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Mr.  Philip  Childs  asked  if  the  plans  of  Christ  the  King,  Huntington, 
might  be  presented.  The  Bishop  explained  that  the  plans  now  exist  but  did 
not  exist  in  time  for  preparation  of  the  budget.  Christ  the  King  is 
initiating  a  fund  drive  with  a  goal  $25,000. 
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The  total  budget  of  $26,720  was  passed  by  the  Council. 

Fr.  Claudius  moved  that  the  Fair  Share  assessment  of  the  National 
Church  be  accepted.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  This  brought 
the  total  Bishop  and  Council  budget  to  $51,744. 

An  explanation  of  the  Fair  Share  plan  based  on  a  five-year  period 
was  then  presented.  Where  there  had  been  one  year’s  experience,  the 
Fair  Share  could  be  taken  from  this  period  as1  a  token  payment. 

The  Bishop  then  interrupted  the  reports  to  introduce  the  Rev.  Ells¬ 
worth  Koonz  from  the  National  Council.  Fr.  Koonz  explained  that  General 
Convention  in  1952  initiated  a  committee  for  the  recruiting  of  men  for 
the  ministry,  for  both  priestly  and  lay  vocations.  In  seminaries  60%  of  the 
undergraduates  are  converts,  with  only  40%  being  brought  up  in  the 
Church.  The  laity  should  be  aware  and  concerned  for  the  vocations  of 
their  children. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  Fr.  Koonz  would  return  to  the  Diocese 
in  the  spring  for  a  conference  on  recruiting  for  the  ministry. 

The  reports  continued  as  follows: 

Finance  Committee:  Submitted  by  Colonel  Bouton,  chairman  by  title, 
(see  p.  28). 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese:  Submitted  by  Mr.  Boynton  by  title  (see  p.  24). 

The  Diocesan  Treasurer:  Submitted  by  Mr.  Harry'  Torson,  who  moved 
its  acceptance.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Mr.  Torson  read  an 
additional  report  for  the  nine  month  period  of  January  1st  until  Septem¬ 
ber  30th,  1957. 

It  v/as  reported  that  all  parishes  and  all  missions  are  up-to-date 
on  their  Diocesan  assessments. 

The  Bishop  expressed  the  sadness  felt  by  the  Diocese  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  Patterson,  the  late  Diocesan  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds:  Submitted  Mr.  W.  D.  Curtis 
by  title  (see  p.  38).  Mr.  W.  D.  Curtis  then  presented  an  interim  report 
from  January  1st  to  September  30th. 

The  Department  of  Missions:  Submitted  by  Fr.  Varian  by  title 
(see  p.  28). 

The  Department  of  Christian  Education:  Submitted  by  Fr.  Wells, 
(see  p.  29).  It  was  announced  that  the  Bishop  White  Camp  will  now  be 
held  on  the  grounds  of  the  Howe  Summer  Camp. 

Miss  Mary  F.  Bemont,  Adviser  in  Religious  Education,  spoke  in¬ 
formally  on  the  Church  School  Lenten  Offering,  which  would  be  con¬ 
cerned  primarily  with  Japan  in  1958. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations:  Submitted  by  Fr.  Wood 
by  title  (see  p.  30). 

The  Department  of  Promotion:  Submitted  by  Fr.  Sheridan  by  title 
(see  p.  30). 

The  Department  of  Publicity:  Submitted  by  Fr.  Varian  by  title 
(see  p.  31). 

Standing  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons:  Presented  by  Mr. 
Boynton  (see  p.  24).  Mr.  Boynton  presented  two  amendments,  the  first 
was  to  amend  article  No.  5  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  by  changing  the  name  “the  Diocesan  Council”  to  “the  Diocesan 
Convention”  and  to  change  from  “Council”  to  “Convention”  wherever  it 
appears  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese.  A  vote  by  orders 
was  taken  after  Fr.  Sheridan’s  second.  The  amendment  was  seconded  and 
passed.  Approval  for  its  acceptance  was  given  by  the  Bishop. 
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A  second  amendment  was  presented  by  Mr.  Boynton  concerning  the 
elected  members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  that  they  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  vote  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  except  that  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote.  This  amendment  was  passed.  The  amend¬ 
ment  gained  the  approval  of  the  Bishop. 

A  third  amendment  was  offered  by  Mr.  Boynton  concerning  the  new 
State  law  increasing  the  number  of  vestrymen  to  15.  This  proposal  was 
referred  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Mr.  Arthur  L.  May  explained  the  system  of  rotation  of  the  Vestry 
of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James  and  wondered  if  all  seven  vestrymen  should 
not  be  elected  each  year  to  fulfill  the  canon.  It  was  Mr.  Boynton’s  opinion 
that  this  was  not  necessary  but  that  it  might  be  submitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Canons'  in  writing  for  clarification. 

At  Noon  a  prayer  was  said  by  the  Bishop  and  in  accordance  with 
the  Rules  of  Order,  other  business  was  interrupted  at  12:00  Noon  for 
nomination^  of  elective  officers  of  the  Council.  The  following  nominations 
were  made: 

Standing  Committee:  Fathers  Wood,  Murphy,  Sheridan,  Cooper,  Wells, 
Varian,  Royster,  Claudius,  Eyrick  and  Douglass. 

Treasurer  of  the  Diocese:  Mr.  Harry  Torson.  Under  a  suspension  of 
the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast 
for  Mr.  Torson’s  election. 

Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese:  Mr.  Francis  Walters.  Under  a 
suspension  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unani¬ 
mous  ballot  cast  for  Mr.  Walters’  election. 

Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds:  Mr.  William  D.  Curtis.  Under  a 
suspension  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unani¬ 
mous  ballot  cast  for  Mr.  Curtis’  election. 

Assistant  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds:  Mrs.  James  Krum.  Under 
a  suspension  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  un¬ 
animous  ballot  cast  for,  Mrs.  Krum’s  election. 

Board  of  Examining  Chaplains:  The  Bishop  nominated  Fathers  Roy¬ 
ster,  Murphy,  Sheridan,  Langendorff  and  Clark.  A  motion  for  concurrence 
of  the  Council  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Registrar:  Father  Langendorff.  Under  a  suspension  of  the  Rules  of 
Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for  Father 
Langendorff’s  election. 

Bishop  and  Council  (3-year  term):  Fathers  Murphy,  Royster,  Cooper, 
Douglass,  Handsbury,  Sheridan,  Varian,  Bloom,  Center,  Mosier  and  Par¬ 
ker;  Messrs.  Downs  (Howe),  Bouton  (Howe),  Miller  (Goshen),  Alexander 
(Gary),  Esser  (Logansport),  Dalton  (Warsaw),  Mark  Smith  (Logansport) 
and  Shideler  (Fort  Wayne). 

Bishop  and  Council  (2-year  term  and  1-year  term):  The  two  next 
highest  in  votes  received  would  be  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  one  priest 
for  two  years  and  one  priest  for  one  year. 

Cathedral  Chapter:  Fathers  Wood,  Sheridan  and  Murphy;  Messrs. 
Borneman  (Elkhart)  and  Bouton  (Howe). 

Deputies  to  General  Convention:  Fathers  Cooper,  Wood,  Sheridan, 
Wells,  Claudius,  Royster,  Murphy,  Eyrick,  Center,  Douglass,  Curtis,  Hands¬ 
bury,  Mosier  and  Schrack;  Messrs.  Alexander  (Gary),  Bouton  (Howe), 
Tough  (Long  Beach),  Gorham  (Huntington),  Latta  (Goshen),  Arthur 
Miller  (Hobart),  Cole  (Marion),  Esser  (Logansport),  Harry  Curtis  (Fort 
Wayne),  Miles  (Elkhart),  Green  (South  Bend),  Good  (Kokomo),  Mertins 
(South  Bend),  Klatte  (Gas  City),  Moore  (Gary),  Book  (Valparaiso),  Sieg 
(Hammond),  Kerr  (Elkhart),  William  Curtis  (Howe). 
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Alternates  to  General  Convention:  The  four  priests  and  four  laymen 
receiving*  the  next  highest  votes  would  be  elected  alternates  to  General 
Convention. 

Chancellor  of  the  Diocese:  Mr.  Charles  M.  Boynton  and  Mr.  Orville 

Nichols. 

Fr.  Wood  recommended  that  in  the  vote  for  members  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council  and  delegates  for  General  Convention  those  receiving  the 
next  highest  votes  be  the  nominees  for  the  unexpired  terms  in  the  first 
case  and  the  nominees  for  alternates  in  the  second  case. 

The  Bishop  introduced  Mr.  H.  Ross  Borneman,  Diocesan  chairman 
for  the  Living  Church  Campaign.  Mr.  Borneman  spoke  of  the  deep  concern 
for  the  survival  of  the  only  remaining  Church  weekly  magazine.  If 
vestries,  organizational  presidents  and  lay  readers  would  subscribe,  the 
total  subscriptions  might  be  over  100,000. 

Mr.  Boynton  ruled  that  the  Council  could  authorize  by  unanimous  vote 
the  choice  of  alternates  from  unsuccessful  candidates  as  delegates  to 
General  Convention.  This  method  could  also  be  applied  to  the  elections 
to  the  Bishop  and  Council.  However,  separate  elections  would  be  necessary 
for  delegates  and  alternates  to  General  Convention  and  for  the  various 
terms  to  be  filled  on  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

The  Council  then  recessed  for  luncheon. 

The  Council  reconvened  at  2:00  P.M.  Elections  by  ballot  began  imme¬ 
diately  and  other  business  was  conducted  while  the  ballots  were  being 
counted.

During  and  after  the  balloting,  reports  were  presented  as  follows: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  presented  by 
Fr.  Sheridan.  The  report  stated  the  hope  that  the  Christ  the  King1  Offering 
will  be  widely  supported  this  Fall.  This  offering  is  designated  for  the 
Revolving  Fund. 

The  report  further  stated  that  the  Diocese  rejoiced  in  the  purchase 
of  the  new  Episcopal  Residence  which  is  to  be  blessed  following  the 
Council.  Once  again,  an  adequate  Episcopal  Residence  had  been  secured. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Pension  Fund,  presented  by  title,  Mr.  Esser 
being  absent  (see  p.  25). 

The  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  presented  by  Dean  Royster  by 
title,  which  was  accepted  (see  p.  25). 

Registrar,  presented  verbally  by  Fr.  Langendorff.  The  Bishop  ap¬ 
pointed  him  Historiographer  in  addition  to  his  office  as  Registrar. 

The  Armed  Forces  Committee,  presented  by  Fr.  Bloom,  by  title 
(see  p.  26). 

Acceptance  of  this  report  was  moved  by  Fr.  Douglass,  seconded  and 
carried. 

Committee  on  Boundaries:  Submitted  by  Fr.  Mosier  (see  p.  26)  in 
the  absence  of  Judge  Walton,  the  chairman.  Fr.  Mosier  moved  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  this  Committee.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Howe  Military  School:  Presented  by  Colonel  Bouton.  He  reviewed 
the  school  year,  the  summer  camp  and  the  extensive  building  program. 
This  fall,  three  new  buildings  will  have  been  finished,  including  a  home 
for  the  superintendent.  He  extended  his  appreciation  to  the  clergy  for 
referring  boys  to  Howe  School,  and  invited  delegates  to  visit  the  school. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  Standing  and  other  Committees  to 
report  to  the  next  Diocesan  Convention  (see  p.  5). 

The  Bishop  presented  several  priests  who  are  new  to  the  Diocese 
since  the  last  Annual  Council:  Fathers  Nield,  Powers,  McCormick,  Bloom, 
Schrack,  Parker,  King  and  Mr.  Lee  Rose  (layman-in-charge  of  St.  Anne’s, 
Warsaw).  The  Bishop  also  announced  the  coming  of  Fr.  Richardson  to 
be  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Elkhart  and  Fr.  Sutton  to  be  Vicar  of 
St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Hobart. 

Mr.  Arthur  L.  May  presented  the  resolution  that  “be  it  resolved; 
that  Canon  11  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  section  1, 
be  amended  by  inserting  in  line  7  of  said  section  1  after  the  word  ‘elect’ 
the  following  words  ‘annually  or  on  a  rotating  basis”.  Fr.  Wood  seconded 
the  resolution  and  it  was  passed. 

Mr.  Boynton  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution  an  Canons 
and  presented  a  resolution  for  the  amendment  of  Canon  11  that  in  line  7 
of  section  1,  the  words  “more  than  nine”  be  changed  to  “more  than  fif¬ 
teen”.  The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Col.  Bouton  and  passed. 
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Mr.  Boynton  also  introduced  a  motion  on  Nominations  and  Elections. 
The  motion  was  as  follows: 

Be  it  resolved;  that  in  the  nomination  for  Bishop  and  Council,  the 
separate  nomination  for  Priests  to  fill  unexpired  terms  be  combined  with 
the  general  nomination;  that  from  the  combined  nominated  slate,  there 
be  elected  the  three  priests  for  the  regular  terms;  that  from  the  remaining 
unsuccessful  nominees,  there  be  elected  one  priest  for  a  term  of  one  year 
to  fill  an  unexpired  term;  that  thereafter  from  the  remaining  unsuccessful 
nominees  there  be  elected  one  priest  for  a  term  of  two  years  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term. 

Be  it  further  resolved;  that  in  the  nomination  for  Delegates  to 
General  Convention,  that  the  nominations  for  delegates  and  alternates  be 
combined  and  that  the  delegates  be  elected  from  said  nominees.  That  after 
the  election  of  delegates,  there  shall  be  elected  from  the  unsuccessful 
nominees,  the  necessary  alternates  to  General  Convention. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Philip  Childs.  It  was  to  be  returned  at 
the  next  Convention  with  amendment  to  cover  this. 

Dr.  Kintner  reported  on  Blue  Cross  and  requested  promptness  in 
payments  due. 

The  Bishop  commented  on  the  value  of  Social  Security  to  our  retiring 
clergy  and  hoped  all  clergy  would  avail  themselves,  of  this  coverage. 

Fr.  Center  asked  if  the  National  Council  could  be  approached  for 
emergency  expansion  needs  in  Calumet  area  south  of  Lake  Michigan. 
The  Bishop  said  that  this  matter  was  constantly  in  his  mind  and  several 
Church  agencies  had  already  been  contacted. 

Fr.  Cooper  asked  if  further  revision  of  the  Canons  might  be  reviewed. 
Mr.  Boynton  said  that  suggestions'  for  revision  might  be  taken  to  him 
at  any  time. 

Mr.  Yao  wondered  if  there  were  any  thought  to  reorganizing  the 
Diocese  with  a  mind  to  closer  means  of  communication.  Fr.  Wood,  who 
temporarily  held  the  Chair,  explained  that  the  deanery  system  of  the 
Diocese  was  set  up  for  convenient  meeting  places  but  without  jurisdiction, 
except  for  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary.  Final  authority  along  these  lines  is 
vested  in  the  Bishop. 

The  Bishop  resumed  the  Chair  and  invited  all  clergy  and  delegates 
to  the  Episcopal  Residence  for  the  Blessing  of  the  House. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Council  was  adjourned  and  the 
Bishop  gave  his  blessing.

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
To  the  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Council  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

October  2,  1957 


Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

We  meet  today  for  the  first  time  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St. 
James,  set  apart  with  impressive  ceremonies  on  January  30th  of  this 
year,  when  the  presence  of  nine  visiting  Bishops  brought  honor  to  our 
Diocese.  As  a  Diocese,  we  are  most  grateful  to  St.  James’  Parish.  As  the 
Bishop,  I  must  say  that  since  the  establishment  of  the  Cathedral  I  have 
realized  how  urgent  was  our  need  for  a  Bishop’s  office  and  Altar,  and 
a  Diocesan  center  which  St.  James’  Parish  has  so  generously  supplied. 
It  became  a  necessity  when  the  Diocese  began  to  expand  beyond  our 
highest  hopes  when  I  established  the  Bishop’s  office  in  the  Episcopal 
Residence  twelve  years  ago. 

As  we  have  set  apart  these  material  buildings,  so  I  urge  that  we 
again  dedicate  ourselves,  as  we  say  in  the  Canon  of  Consecration  in  the 
Eucharist  —  “ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy 
and  living  sacrifice”  —  to  accomplish  the  tasks  before  us. 

A^  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  I  hereby  report  to  the  Council  that  during 
the  past  conciliar  year,  I  have  performed  the  usual  visitations  required 
by  Canon;  and,  in  addition,  I  have  met  many  times  with  the  priests  and 
people  as  they  have  desired  my  advice  and  consultation. 

The  work  of  the  Diocese  progresses  steadily.  Since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Council  I  have  confirmed  500  persons.  For  the  fiscal  year  we  hope 
that  the  number  of  Confirmations  will  again  exceed  the  record. 

We  have  38  clergy  in  the  Diocese  —  29  in  active  work  and  9  non- 
parochial  or  retired.  Clerical  changes  in  the  Diocese  for  the  past  year 
are  these:  Of  the  Reverend  Clergy,  the  following  transfers  have  been  made: 
James  Edward  Tripp  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago;  G.  Colyer  Brittain  to  the 
Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac;  Kenneth  A.  Trueman  to  the  Diocese  of  Eau 
Claire;  Leslie  Skerry  Olsen  to  the  Diocese  of  Kansas;  William  E.  Smith 
to  the  Diocese  of  Maine.  We  have  received  the  following  clergy:  Carl  R. 
Bloom  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  is  the  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King, 
Huntington;  Robert  J.  Center  from  the  Diocese  of  Springfield  is  the 
Rector  of  Gethsemane,  Marion;  Robert  Powers  is  serving  on  license  at 
St.  John’s,  Elkhart;  Allen  A.  Nield  from  the  Diocese  of  Huron  is  the 
Vicar  of  Holy  Family  Church,  Angola;  Robert  B.  McCormick  from  the 
Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  is  Assistant  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne; 
Robert  E.  Schrack  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  is  Vicar  of  St.  Andrew’s  By- 
the-Lake,  Long  Beach;  Luther  Parker  from  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina 
is  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Peru.  The  Rev.  Donald  King,  ordained)  Deacon 
by  me  on  May  30,  1957.  is  Assistant  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James.  The 
Rev.  James  E.  Foster  has  now  retired  and  is  living  in  Tucson,  Arizona, 
and  the  Rev.  James  W.  Curtis  is  now  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Gary. 
Father  Foster,  at  the  time  of  his  retirement,  was  the  oldest  Priest  in  order 
of  residence  in  Northern  Indiana,  and  gave  valuable  assistance  for  many 
years  in  many  departments  of  the  Church’s  work,  but  notably  in  Christian 
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Social  Service.  Father  Olsen’s  contribution  was  unique  and  covered  many 
areas  of  Diocesan  and  National  Church  work  in  the  14  years  that  he  was 
Rector  of  St.  John’s,  Elkhart.  His  enthusiasm  for  the  missionary  program 
contributed  much  to  our  outstanding  success  in  the  Diocesan  Children’s 
Lenten  Offering. 

We  have  two  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  Leonidas  M.  Rose,  who, 
following*  his  work  at  Nashotah  House,  has  taken  up  residence  with  his 
family  at  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw;  and  Barton  Ward  Taylor  who  is  a  student 
at  Seabury  Western. 

Father  Clark  of  Valparaiso  is  recuperating  satisfactorily  from  a  major 
operation  in  the  Veteran’s  Hospital  in  Madison.  He  is  on  leave  of  absence 
from  St.  Andrew’s,  and  expects  to  return  after  the  first  of  the  year. 
His  spiritual  work  as  Pastor  is  manifested  by  the  way  in  which  the  laity 
have  carried  on  with  no  diminution  of  progress.  Keep  them  all  in  your 
prayers. 

In  1956  this  Council  admitted  Good  Shepherd  Church,  East  Chicago, 
as  a  Parish.  It  was  noteworthy  because  this  was  the  first  parish  to  be 
admitted  in  50  years.  The  tide  turned  with  the  establishment  of  two 
missions  last  year,  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  South  Bend,  and  St. 
Andrew’s  By-the-Lake,  Long  Beach.  They  both  have  proved  their  ability 
to  support  themselves,  and  to  assume  all  the  responsibilities  of  a  Parish 
without  outside  aid.  Their  applications  today  to  become  Parishes  marks 
a  new  development  and  turning  point  in  the  history  of  our  Diocese. 

In  my  first  annual  address  to  the  Diocese  (1945)  I  gave  the  Diocese 
my  policy  in  regard  to  the  clergy  going  to  a  new  charge  and  then  returning 
for  ministrations  in  the  old  field.  I  would  like  to  repeat  it  at  this  time. 
I  pointed  out  the  danger  of  a  priest’s  work  being  hindered  by  a  former 
rector’s  return  for  baptisms,  marriages  and  funerals.  There  is  a  lot  of  this 
going  on  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  most  of  it  thoughtlessly,  and  a  lot  of  it 
sentimentally.  It  is  a  practice  I  resolutely  avoided  in  the  25  years  of  my 
priesthood,  and  I  think  it  is  right  for  me  to  lead  the  way  in  thisi  Diocese, 
as  I  am  being  invited  more  and  more  to  perform  pastoral  acts  which 
should  be  done  by  the  parish  priest.  Therefore  while  I  shall  express  my 
appreciation  for  such  invitations  as  may  come  1  am  going  to  decline  to 
perform  any  other  ministrations  than  the  Prayer  Book  rubric  provides 
for  the  Bishop  “if  he  be  present”,  —  and  that  means  to  give  the  blessing 
or  the  absolution.  The  main  part  of  each  function  must  be  performed  by 
the  parish  priest.  This  does  not  mean  that  I  will  not  be  eager  to  be  with 
any  one  in  the  Diocese  in  times  of  joy  or  sorrow.  Nor  does  it  mean  that 
in  the  absence  of  the  priest  “or  in  any  emergency”  I  would  fail  to  act, 
for  everyone  must  know  that  I  will  spare  no  effort  to  perform  any  priestly 
ministration  where  it  is  needed.  It  is  a  natural  thing  for  people  to  desire 
to  ask  a  former  Rector,  or  a  priest  friend,  to  come  for  priestly  ministra¬ 
tion  but  it  is  up  to  the  clergy  to  decline.  It  will  serve  us  all  well  in  the 
long  run. 

This  ended  my  pastoral  in  1945,  and  I  am  sure  that  each  of  you  reads 
it  today  can  see  the  application  to  the  people  of  our  Diocese.  If  you  turn 
to  Prayer  Book  page  273,  you  will  see  a  phrase  in  the  first  rubric  con¬ 
cerning  Baptism  which  tells  the  Priest  to  warn  the  people  that  “they  seek 
not  to  have  their  children  baptized  in  their  houses”.  This  is  a  kindly  but 
similar  warning  from  your  Bishop.  He  asks  that  you  seek  not  to  have 
Priest  friends  come  to  perform  any  priestly  ministration  for  your  family. 
Your  parish  priest  should  do  it,  and  if  you  feel  that  you  do  not  know  him, 
you  will  get  to  know  him  only  through  his  priestly  ministrations,  and  you 
will  thus  learn  to  love  him  as  your  pastor  and  friend. 

This  afternoon,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Council  meeting,  you  are  in¬ 
vited  to  the  new  Episcopal  Residence,  1307  East  Jefferson  Boulevard,  for 
a  service  of  the  Blessing  of  the  House.  There  will  be  a  reception  for  the 
Diocese  following  the  service.  In  the  report  of  the  Trustees  you  will  learn 


the  financial  arrangements  by  which  we  were  able  to  acquire  this  property, 
and  I  am  sure  that  when  you  see  it  you  will  be  pleased  with  the  substantial 
and  adequate  provision  that  will  serve  the  Diocese  for  many  years  to  come. 

At  each  Council  meeting  there  is  a  note  of  sorrow  at  the  absence  of 
those  we  have  lost  by  death.  This  year  we  miss  keenly  Mr.  Bert  K.  Patter¬ 
son  from  our  official  family.  As  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  nine  years, 
Mr.  Patterson  was  most  valuable  as  he  combined  a  loyalty  to  his  Bishop 
and  his  Church  with  keen  business  acumen  and  common  sense.  In  our 
prayers  let  us  remember  him,  and  the  many  fine  men  and  women  from 
our  parishes  and  missions,  who,  since  we  last  met,  have  entered  the  nearer 
presence  of  God. 

“  0  Eternal  Lord  God,  who  holdest  all  souls  in  life;  Vouchsafe,  we 
beseech  thee,  to  thy  whole  Church  in  paradise  and  on  earth,  thy  light 
and  thy  peace;  Accept  our  prayers  on  beha'lf  of  the  souls  of  thy 
servants  departed,  and  grant  them  an  entrance  into  the  land  of  light 
and  joy,  in  the  fellowship  of  thy  saints;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen.” 

“May  their  souls,  and  the  souls  of  all  the  faithful  departed,  through 
the  mercy  of  God,  rest  in  peace.  Amen.” 

For  nearly  70  years  we  have  had  THE  LIVING  CHURCH  as  a  sig¬ 
nificant  publication  for  Church  news  —  one  of  the  several  that  have  been 
in  existance.  The  latest  one,  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHNEWS  (taking 
the  place  of  the  old  SOUTHERN  CHURCHMAN)  was  begun  five  years 
ago,  and  had  the  promise  of  a  useful  periodical.  It  was  tragic  news,  there¬ 
fore,  when  we  learned  that,  upon  one  month’s  notice,  it  was  being  dis¬ 
continued,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  publication,  the  lack  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  paying  subscriptions,  and  the  lack  of  sponsors.  Other  Church 
magazines  have  gone  out  of  existence,  leaving  THE  LIVING  CHURCH 
the  only  weekly  magazine  in  the  field.  It  is  having  a  most  difficult  time 
for  its  continued  existence.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council, 
considerable  time  was  given  to  the  discussion  of  how  Northern  Indiana 
could  help.  Right  now,  something  profoundly  significant  is  happening  in 
some  40  Dioceses  of  the  Church.  Many  hundreds  of  laymen  have  been  led 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  share  in  the  task  of  putting  this  Church  publication 
before  the  public.  They  are,  without  any  financial  or  prestige  reward  in 
view,  making  the  rounds  of  parishes,  speaking  to  vestries  of  the  urgent 
need  for  obtaining  a  Church-wide  interest  in  supporting  this  magazine. 
We  must  give  our  support  in  a  very  tangible  way  to  this  magazine,  now 
the  only  weekly  news  magazine  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Ross  Borne- 
man,  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Elkhart,  is  the  Diocesan  Chairman  of  this 
project,  and  he  will  speak  at  the  Convention  today  on  the  urgency  of  the 
program,  and  of  his  plans  for  it. 

For  several  years,  with  unusual  degrees  of  success,  our  parishes  and 
missions  have  embarked  upon  money  raising  campaigns  to  strengthen  their 
material  resources  so  that  they  would  have  adequate  facilities  to  pursue 
their  program  for  spiritual  advantage.  Your  Bishop  has  entered  with 
enthusiasm  into  each  one.  All  of  this  time  he  was  aware  of  the  need  for 
a  larger  Diocesan  provision  than  now  holds.  It  was  evident,  however,  that 
each  local  program  should  be  concluded  before  the  promotion  of  a  Diocesan 
program  was  discussed.  It  seems  to  me  that  now.  with  our  National  and 
Missions  Quotas  paid  year  by  year  in  full,  and  with  our  local  budgets  in 
order,  we  should  begin  to  think  about  the  matter  of  raising  funds  on  a 
Diocesan  level.  The  humble  beginning  of  a  Revolving  Fund,  with  the  idea 
of  providing  money  for  Missions  to  borrow  in  order  to  develop,  may  be 
the  point  of  initiation  of  a  discussion  of  how  to  meet  our  Diocesan  need 
on  the  proper  scale. 

In  many  parts  of  the  globe  Churchmen  of  the  Anglican  fellowship 
remember  at  the  Eucharist  at  their  Altars  the  Dioceses  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  world.  Just  recently  I  have  had  word  that  Northern  Indiana 
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has  been  prayed  for  at  Canterbury  Cathedral,  at  Singapore,  at  the  Liver¬ 
pool  Cathedral,  and  a  note  from  the  Archbishop  in  Jerusalem  tells  us  that 
we  were  remembered  there  on  August  23rd.  This  prayer  fellowship  shows 
the  unity  and  the  solidarity  of  our  Communion.  As  a  part  of  our  Diocesan 
family  unity  and  prayer  life,  I  am  reviving  a  Cycle  of  Prayer  schedule 
for  daily  use  in  the  Diocese,  with  the  prayer  for  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop 
and  the  Cathedral.  These  schedules  will  be  printed  in  sufficient  number 
to  be  distributed  to  all  Churchmen  in  the  Diocese,  and  I  urge  their  use  for 
more  prayers  for  God’s  blessing  upon  our  growing  Diocese. 

May  God  prosper  our  work  today,  and  bless  us,  each  and  every  one, 
in  his  parish  and  personal  family.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES  AND  BOARDS 


REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 


At  the  58th  Annual  Council,  convened  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
October  3,  1956,  the  following*  Priests  were  elected  members  of  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee:  The  Rev.  Fathers  Cooper,  Olsen,  Royster,  Sheridan  and 
Wood.  At  the  organizational  meeting  on  the  same  day,  Father  Wood  was 
elected  President  and  Father  Olsen,  secretary. 

On  October  24,  1956,  the  Standing  Committee  was  convened  as  a 
Council  of  Advice  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  prior  to  its  regular  meeting 
on  that  date.  At,  the  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  permission  was 
given  to  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  to  take  a  $35,000.00 
mortgage  on  the  Hager  Building  (the  new  Cathedral  House).  The  sum  is 
to  be  repaid  in  3-5  years.  The  Mission  Church  of  Christ  the  King,  Hunting- 
ton,  received  approval,  ^lso,  for  its  request  to  mortgage  its  church  property 
for  the  sum  of  $9,600.00. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  again  on  December  14,  1956.  At  the 
request  of  St.  Anne’s  Church,  Warsaw,  permission  was  given  to  mortgage 
the  property  of  St.  Anne’s  for  $6,575,00  (the  interest  of  5%%  to  be  pay¬ 
able  at  $75.00  per  month  from  January  5,  1957  to  December  5,  1966,  when 
the  unpaid  balance  will  be  due  and  payable).  Consent  was  given  for  the 
Rev.  Norman  L.  Foot  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Idaho. 
At  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  again  met  as  a 
Council  of  Advice. 

On  Januaryv  21,  1957,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota 
to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  February  11,  1957,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Very 
Rev.  John  P.  Craine,  Dean  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  to 
be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis. 

On  April  18,  1957,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Very  Rev. 
Clarence  R.  Hayden,  Jr.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Sacramento. 

On  May  9,  1957,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  California  to 
elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  on  May  19,  1957.  The  date  of  Wednesday, 
October  2,  1957,  was  confirmed  for  the  time  of  the  next  Diocesan  Con¬ 
vention.  This  action  was  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  The  application  of 
Donald  Paul  King,  Christ  Church,  Gary,  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  was  approved.  An  application  from  Leo¬ 
nidas  McMillan  Rose,  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was 
approved.  He  is  a  Communicant  of  St.  Stephen’s  Mission,  Hobart. 

A  request  from  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James’,  South  Bend,  to  renegoti¬ 
ate  a  mortgage  loan,  was  approved.  The  previous  loan  of  $35,000  was 
raised  to  $42,000.00,  to  be  repaid  in  5-10  years. 

On  June  10,  1957,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  a  Suffragan 
Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  on  August  7,  1957.  Due  to  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  the  Secretary,  Father  Olsen  (he  had  been  called  to  be  Dean  of 
Grace  Cathedral,  Topeka,  Kansas),  Father  Sheridan  was  elected  as  the 
new  secretary.  Consents  were  given  for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop 
for  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia  and  a  Coadjutor  Bishop  for  the  Diocese 
of  Southern  Ohio.  Barton  Ward  Taylor,  a  communicant  of  St.  Thomas’ 
Parish,  Plymouth,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop,  to  be  made  a  Candidate 
for  Holy  Orders. 
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A  number  of  requests  for  mortgages  were  acted  on  favorably: 

(1)  Trinity  Church,  Peru:  An  increase  to  the  present  mortgage  of 
$2,550.00  (on  the  Rectory)  by  an  additional  $1,500.00.  Terms:  To  be  repaid 
within  8  years  at  the  rate  of  $52.00  per  month. 

(2)  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Hobart:  Conditional  approval  of  a  loan  of 
$50,000  towards  the  construction  of  a  new  church  building.  Terms:  514% 
interest,  to  be  repaid  within  12  years. 

(3)  St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Mishawaka:  Provisional  approval  to  borrow 
$22,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Rectory.  Terms:  5%  interest,  to  be 
repaid  within  914  years. 

(4)  St.  Michael  and  All  Angel’s,  South  Bend:  Provisional  approval  was 
given  to  borrow  $25,000.00  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the 
existing  building.  Terms:  5%  interest,  to  be  repaid  over  an  8  year  period.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  held  four  formal 
meetings  during  the  last  year.  A  great  loss  was  suffered  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  when  Mr.  B.  K.  Patterson,  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  and  a  member  of  the  Trustees,  died  in  May  of  1957. 
The  loss  of  Mr.  Patterson  will  be  greatly  felt  and  his  guiding  hand  in 
the  affairs  of  this  Church  corporation  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  Trustees  considered  approximately  five  mortgage  and  improve¬ 
ment  applications  for  Mission  property  and  all  of  said  applications  were 
processed  by  the  Trustees.  The  Trustees  purchased  the  former  F.  A.  Miller 
property  in  South  Bend,  Indiana,  as  an  Episcopal  Residence  for  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  The  Trustees  developed  a 
more  comprehensive  policy  of  investments  in  the  Trustee  Account  and 
work  is  presently  progressing  toward  increasing  the  income  of  said  Trust 
Account.  The  investment  portfolio  has  been  examined  and  where  certain 
changes  were  being  considered  and  followed  under  Mr.  Patterson’s  guidance, 
the  Trustees  are  pursuing  a  policy  of  investigation  to  further  carry  out 
the  above  program  of  said  Trustees. 

The  Board  was  happy  to  have  among  its  members  three  new  Trustees, 
being  Mr.  Harry  Torson,  Colonel  B.  B.  Bouton  and  Mr.  Philip  Childs. 

The  Trustees  thave  under  advisement  the  proposed  expansion  of 
St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Hobart,  Indiana.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  respectfully  reports’  that 
there  are  two  amendments  before  the  Diocesan  Council,  as  follows: 

1.  Amending  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  by  changing  the  name  “The  Diocesan  Council”  to  “The  Diocesan 
Convention”  and  to  amend  the  said  name  “The  Diocesan  Council”  or  the 
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word  “Council”  wherever  it  appears  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  refers  to  “The  Diocesan  Council” 
to  “The  Diocesan  Convention”  or  “Convention”. 

That  an  amendment  to  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese 
of  Northern  Indiana,  Section  2,  be  amended  by  adding  a  sixth  sub-para¬ 
graph  as  follows:  “All  elected  members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Diocesan  Convention,  except  that 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  in  the  Diocesan  Con¬ 
vention”. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  Indiana  law  with  reference  to  the 
Episcopal  Church.  In  Chapter  183,  Section  1,  page  278  of  the  Acts  of  1957 
of  the  Indiana  State  Legislature,  the  number  of  vestrymen  allowed  by  law 
was  changed  from  not  less  than  3  nor  more  than  9  to  “not  less  than  3 
nor  more  than  15”.  This  new  law  conflicts  with  Canon  11,  Section  1, 
of  the  Diocesan  Canons  which  provide  that  not  less  than  3  or  more  than 
9  vestrymen  should  be  elected.  This  necessitates  an  amendment  to  Canon  11 
to  bring  it  into  harmony  with  the  State  law  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 
Such  an  amendment  may  be  proposed  at  the  Diocesan  Council  meeting  and, 
if  adopted,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  the  amendment  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  Canons. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  to  the  Committee  for  a  complete  study 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
said  Canons  and  Constitution  up  to  date  because  of  the  growth  and  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  In  order  to  undertake  such 
a  study,  preparation  is  being  made  so  that  the  Committee  can  undertake 
this  large  task  to  the  benefit  and  expansion  of  the  work  of  the  Diocese 
of  Northern  Indiana.

COMMITTEE  ON  PARISH  BOUNDARIES 

The  Committee  on  Parish  Boundaries,  respectfully  reports: 

1.  That  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  has  adopted  Canon  10,  Sec.  2, 
pursuant  to  Canon  12,  Sec.  2  (b)  of  the  National  Canons,  so  that  parish 
boundaries  in  this  diocese  shall  be  established  by  the  Bishop,  upon  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  Rectors  and  appointed  Missionaries,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  when  reported  in  writing  to  the 
Council,  shall  be  the  canonical  boundaries  thereof. 

2.  We  recommend  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  that  this  committee 
be  continued  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  with  the  Rectors  and  appointed 
Missionaries,  as  a  fact  finding  body  to  report  to  the  Bishop  so  that  he 
may  follow  the  canons,  where  necessary,  and  establish  firm  parish  boun¬ 
daries. 

3.  It  may  be  noted  that  parish  boundaries  are  the  territorial  juris¬ 
diction  of  parish  priests  and  it  is  the  normal  practice  for  people  living 
within  these  boundaries  to  attend  that  parish  church.

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REPORTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 


Five  meetings  of  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  have  been  held  since 
the  last  Annual  Council.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken 
at  each  meeting: 

October  3,  1956,  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne 

A  brief  organizational  meeting  in  which  the  Bishop  was  empowered 
to  name  the  departments  and  to  set  a  schedule  of  meetings  for  the  year. 

December  6,  1956,  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  South  Bend 

:  A  committee  was  named  to  study  the  proposal  that  a  Diocesan  Com¬ 
mission  on  New  Buildings  be  formed  the  Visual  Aids  Library  is  being  re¬ 
stored.  Tentative  plans  were  announced  for  a  clergy  Parish  Life  Con¬ 
ference  at  Racine.  Banner  awards  for  the  Lenten  Mite  Box  offering  will 
be  made  in  three  groupings  of  parishes  of  approximately  equal  size.  The 
Bishop  announced  the  National  Department  supports  our  contention  that 
this  offering  not  be  used  within  the  Diocese.  A  strong  resolution,  urging 
support  of  the  campaign  for  Hungarian  Relief,  was  passed.  Father  Center 
is  to  replace  Father  Varian  as  editor  of  THE  BEACON.  A  special  grant 
of  $1,000  was  made  to  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend. 

February  13,  1957,  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  South  Bend 

St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City,  was  asked  to  obtain  a  firm  contract  for  a  new 
parish  house  before  approval  could  be  given.  $750  was  appropriated  for 
Angola  where  a  new  priest  soon  will  be  in  residence.  Plans  are  com¬ 
plete  for  the  clergy  Parish  Life  Conference.  A  resolution  opposing  a 
pending  bill  in  the  Indiana  Legislature  which  would  permit  a  maximum 
of  15  vestrymen  in  a  parish,  was  passed  and  forwarded.  Approximately 
$560  per  year  would  be  required  to  reimburse  members  of  the  B.  &  C. 
travel  expense.  This  was  deferred  until  time  for  the  next  budget.  A  report 
by  the  committee  to  study  a  Building  Commission  resulted  in  the  committee 
being  asked  to  conduct  further  study.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  study 
an  insurance  plan  for  clergy.  The  Christ  the  King  offerings  of  1957 
had  been  added  to  the  Northern  Indiana  Revolving  Building  Fund,  making 
the  fund’s  total  $4,619.29.  The  Finance  Committee  was  directed  to  confer 
with  Trinity,  Michigan  City,  regarding  an  adjustment  in  their  fair-share 
assignment. 

May  29,  1957,  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James’,  South  Bend 

The  largest  Lenten  Offering  in  the  Diocese’s  history,  $5412.45,  was 
reported.  Eleven  priests  and  3  priest’s  wives  attended  the  Parish  Life  Con¬ 
ference,  which  was  viewed  as  a  worthwhile  experience.  General  discussion 
was  held  of  possible  expansion  in  the  Calumet  area,  now  being  hindered 
by  high  property  costs.  The  question  of  a  Building  Commission  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

September  11,  1957,  hit  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  South  Bend 

Each  department  submitted  its  requests  for  the  Bishop  and  Council 
Budget  which  will  be  presented  for  action  to  the  Annual  Council.  Only 
minor  changes  in  the  1957  budget  were  made,  and  the  recommended  budget 
will  total  $50,844.00.  Three  new  members  were  added  to  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education:  Fr.  Eyrick  as  Lenten  Offering  Chairman;  Fr. 
Curtis,  as  Youth  Secretary;  and  Fr.  Neild,  as  College  work  representative, 
all  to  become  added  members  of  the  B.  &  C.  A  proposal  of  procedure  for 
administering  the  Northern  Indiana  Revolving  Building  Fund  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Department  of  Finance  for  further  recommendations.  Fr.  Wood 
and  Bishop  Mallett  spoke  forcefully  of  the  forthcoming  campaign  of  THE 
LIVING  CHURCH,  now  the  Church’s  only  weekly  publication.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE 


A  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  August  29,  1957,  at  the  Cathedral 
in  South  Bend,  Indiana. 

Two  items  of  business  were  included  in  the  agenda: 

(1)  Consideration  of  a  request  from  the  Reverend  David  Reid  of 
Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  Indiana,  to  lower  the  percentage  in 
figuring  the  “fair-share”  for  Trinity  Church. 

(2)  Preparation  of  Diocesan  budget. 

Action  Taken: 

(1)  On  request  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City.  Father  Reid  of 
Trinity  Church  petitioned  the  Finance  Committee  to  lower  their  expense 
figure  annually  in  amount  of  $5,000  because  of  unusual  costs  which  the 
parish  has  in  maintaining  Barker  Hall. 

It  was  the  feeling  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  petition  had 
merit.  It  was,  therefore,  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  Trinity  Church, 
Michigan  City,  be  allowed  a  reduction  in  their  expense  items  in  amount 
of  $5,000  over  a  period  of  the  past  five  years  for  the  purpose  of  figuring 
its  “fair-share”  percentage. 

(2)  A  Diocesan  Budget  was  prepared  for  the  year  1958.  It  included 
increases  in  only  two  items  and  the  addition  of  a  third,  namely: 

(a)  Bishop’s  office  expense  increased  from  $1000  to  $1200. 

(b)  Bishop’s  stenographer  increased  from  $1200  to  $2400. 

(c)  Addition  of  $100  for  Standing  Committee  expenses. 

The  Finance  Committee  agrees  unanimously  that  these  modest  in¬ 
creases  and  addition  are  reasonable  and  needed  for  the  efficient  operation 
of  our  growing  Diocese  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the-  1958  Diocesan 
Expense  Budget.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  Department  met  September  4,  1957  at  the  Cathedral  in  South 
Bend,  and  with  the  Bishop  reviewed  the  status  of  each  Mission,  with  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  item  for  each  in  the  proposed  Bishop  and  Council 
budget  for  1958.  A  summary  follows: 

Holy  Family,  Angola  .  .  .  Since  the  arrival  of  Father  Neild,  this  con¬ 
gregation  has  shown  great  progress.  Attendance  has  increased  substan¬ 
tially,  and  the  work  with  a  growing  number  of  Episcopal  Collegei  Students 
at  Tri-State  College  has  been  intensified  with  the  presence  of  the  first 
resident  priest. 

St.  Augustine’s,  Gary  .  .  .  This  congregation  continues  its  fund-raising 
drive  toward  the  erection  of  a  badly  needed  new  church.  Facilities  of  the 
present  church  become  increasingly  inadequate.  No  financial  assistance 
was  asked  last  year,  or  this,  toward  the  priest’s  salary  and  Diocesan 
support  is  limited  to  assistance  in  the  building  fund. 

St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City  .  .  .  The  projected  parish  house  will  be  started 
soon.  Attendance,  interest  and  support  has  increased  steadily  in  the  past 
year. 

St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart  ...  In  a  rapidly  expanding  area,  this  congre¬ 
gation  has  completely  outgrown  its  facilities.  After  study  of  many  plans, 
one  is  now  being  considered  which  would  relocate  the  present  rectory, 
parish  house,  and  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  new  church. 
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Christ  the  King,  Huntington  ...  A  plan  to  purchase  a  church  in 
Huntington  has  been  abandoned  for  the  present.  Hence,  there  will  be  no 
asking  for  assistance  in  this  area;  only  in  the  priest’s  salary. 

Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend  .  .  .  High  cost  for  the  construction  of  a 
parish  hall  has  necessitated  abandoning  the  plan  for  the  present,  but 
the  current  debt  has  been  almost  completely  reduced. 

St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso  .  .  .  The  Bishop  reported  upon  a  recent  visit 
and  spoke  of  the  devotion  being  shown  by  the  congregation  during  Father 
Clark’s  illness.  The  Committee  is  discussing  the  possibility  of  building, 
and  of  seeking  parochial  status. 

St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw  .  .  .  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Lee  Rose,  a  can¬ 
didate  for  Holy  Orders  who  is  now  in  residence  with  his  family,  a  fine 
response  is  being  made. 

For  the  proposed  budget  item  for  each  of  these  Missions,  please  see 
the  proposed  Bishop  and  Council  Budget  for  1958.

The  study  program  culminated  in 
the  visit  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  Alfred  Voegeli,  D.D.,  the  Bishop  of  Haiti, 
to  the  Diocese  on  May  19,  for  the  Presentation  service,  where  the  attend¬ 
ance  more  than  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  Cathedral.  The  offering  pre¬ 
sented  was  $5,407.48,  with  parish  participation  as  follows:

Elkhart  received  the  Bishop’s  Banner  in  group  I;  St.  Mark’s,  Howe 
in  group  II;  and  St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka  in  group  III. 

The  Camp-Conference  program  of  the  Department  included  the  Howe 
Conference  for  Young  People  of  High  School  age,  with  Dean  Royster  as 
Dean;  the  Bishop  White  Camp  for  children  11-13  years  old,  held  at 
Tippecanoe  State  Park,  Winamac  with  Father  Ferguson  as  Director;  and 
the  Bishop  Gray  Camp  for  children  8-10  years,  at  the  Howe  Military 
School  Summer  Camp,  with  Father  Varian  as  Director.  Again,  all  three 
units  of  this  program  were  at  capacity  registration,  and  an  evaluation 
by  the  department  recognized  their  unique  value  in  providing  Christian 
Education  and  an  experience  in  Christian  living  for  350  of  our  Diocesan 
young  people. 
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Following  the  recommendation  of  Father  Persons,  who  visited  here 
from  the  Leadership  Training  Division  of  the  National  Department  of 
Christian  Education,  the  Diocesan  Department  made  the  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  a  Parish  Life  Conference  for  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  which 
was  held  at  the  DeKoven  Foundation,  Racine,  Wisconsin,  May  13-15,  1957, 
with  fifteen  in  attendance.  The  Conference  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
R.  L.  Miller,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  Chicago. 

Vacation  Church  Schools  were  supervised  by  Miss  Bemont,  our  Dio¬ 
cesan  Adviser  in  Christian  Education,  at  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte  and  St. 
Augustine’s,  Gary.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

The  major  effort  of  your  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
this  past  year  has  been  directed  toward  publicizing  the  plight  of  the 
Hungarians,  who  were  forced  to  become  refugees  as  a  result  of  the 
November  Revolution  of  1956.  The  Clergy  were  circularized  by  letter 
and  advised  of  the  various  ways  by  which  their  people  could  assist  in 
alleviating  this  situation,  and  reports  indicate  that  there  was  an  excellent 
response  throughout  the  Diocese  to  this  Macedonian  call  for  help.  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  formed  a  parish  committee  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
settling  Hungarian  refugees  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  church.  Trinity 
now  has  under  its  continuing  charge  four  families  and  eight  individuals, 
making  a  total  of  25'  people,  including  two  babies  born  since  their  arrival 
in  Fort  Wayne.  This  has  involved  finding  them  living  quarters  and  fur¬ 
nishing  them,  providing  food,  clothing,  heat  and  utilities  during  the  initial 
period  of  adjustment,  obtaining  employment  for  twelve  breadwinners, 
organizing  English-speaking  classes,  and  doing  all  the  other  thousand 
and  one  things  necessary  to  help  these  people  orient  themselves  to 
American  society.  This  has  been  an  all-out  effort  on  the  part  of  Trinity 
Church,  in  which  there  was  wide-spread  parish  participation.  Without 
the  acceptance  of  the  challenge  as  a  spiritual  responsibility,  this  project 
could  not  have  been  successfully  completed. 

Recent  legislation  guarantees  that  a  new  program  for  world  relief 
and  refugee  resettlement  will  be  worked  out  by  the  National  Council, 
and  to  coordinate  these  activities  a  permenent  Diocesan  World  Relief 
Secretary  will  shortly  be  appointed.  We  be-speak  your  future  cooperation 
with  her.  The  need  continue,  and  our  Christian  imperative  must  meet  it. 

The  Department  has  examined  the  latest  materials  developed  by  the 
National  Council’s  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  has 
circularized  the  clergy  with  those  of  most  pertinence.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

At  the  time  of  the  Annual  Council  of  1956,  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Center 
succeeded  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian  as  Editor  of  THE  BEACON.  Father 
Center  brought  to  this  work  a  long  journalistic  experience  and  a  vigor 
which  is  already  apparent  in  recent  issues  of  THE  BEACON. 

THE  BEACON  will  be  published  five  times  during  1957.  It  goes  to 
every  family  in  the  Diocese,  insofar  as  names  are  furnished  to  the  Editor. 
The  budget  for  1957  increased  the  appropriation  for  the  Department  to 
$2500,  since  publication  of  THE  BEACON  had  required  this  amount  the 
previous  year.  The  same  figure  is  in  the  proposed  budget  for  1958. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of  THE  BEACON  has  remained 
relatively  constant  for  the  past  two  years,  in  spite  of  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  mailing  list,  requiring  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  copies 
printed.  The  cooperation  of  the  Reverend  Clergy  in  keeping  their  mailing 
lists  up-to-date  has  been  excellent. 

Once  again,  the  Department  expresses  its  indebtedness  to  the  Misses 
Mabel  and  Mary  Cole  of  Gethsemane  Parish,  Marion,  who  served  with  no 
remuneration  as  Business  Manager  and  Secretary,  respectively,  of  THE 
BEACON.  Together,  they  maintain  a  constantly  changing  mailing  list 
of  well  over  4,000  names  and  handle  all  details  incident  to  addressing  and 
mailing  the  magazine.  It  is  this  kind  of  labor  and  devotion  which  too  often 
goes  unnoticed. 

The  Editor  and  the  chairman  express  their  appreciation  to  Father 
Sheridan,  whose  series,  THE  BEACON  VISITS  .  .  .  ,  has  become  a 
feature  of  the  magazine,  and  to  the  Diocesan  Woman’s  Auxiliary  whose 
prompt  reporting  of  news  is  greatly  appreciated.
